Each 
colony ccnsists of a queen, capable 
of laying an egg each second, an 
under-sized king, the workers, who 
do the damage, and soldiers, who 
fight the ants. 

Color films prepared by scien- 
tists turn. a small clod of earth 
into a vicious battlefield between 
the pincher-armed soldier termite 
and the ant, which relies upon 
stinging its opponent. | 

Termites work from the ground’ 
up through sealed tunnels, return- 
ing to the ground for moisture. 
They eat out soft sections of tim- 
ber, carefully sealing the sections 
exten through. They move nolse- 
lessly: ‘An inexperienced eye can- 
not readily locate their colonies. 

Thus, the legitimate operators 
are worried about the dangers of 
illegitimate operators who spray) 
“foul-smelling” water under the 
homes for huge fees.

Valene Bennett, of Alma, Presi- 
dent of the Georgia Electric Mem- 
bership Corporation, pointed out 
Saturday that REA co-ops, as well 
as municipalities and _ industrial! 
users, are affected by the rate in- 
creases recently granted GP&L by 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion. 


As a result, the Georgia Elec- 
tric (Membership Corporation, 
made up of these REA co-opera-| 
tives, has appointed a committee 
composed of Bennett, Walter Har-| 
rison, of Millen; James B. Polhill, | 
of Louisville, and T. S. Mason, of | 
Hartwell, to survey the need, costs | 
and location of from one to three. 
Plants to generate power with fuel | 
oi] or natural gas. | 

The REA co-ops affected have! 
their headquarters at Cairo, Moul-| 
trie, Donaldsonville, Nahunta 
Homerville and Alma. 

“The co-operatives can’t exist 
on these new high rates,” Bennett 
said. He declared the increases 
granted by the Public Service 
Commission would cost each co-op 
an average of $10,000 more for 
power anually. One co-op’s year- 
lv bill would be raised $16,000, 
he said. |

We don’t know what started us thinking 
about Mr. Jennings (Jinx) Poindexter unless 
maybe the fact that the current left-handed in- 
habitants of the Cracker pitching staff are con- 
spicious in their lack of similarity to the Okla- 
homa eccentric of prewar days. 

Messrs. William Kennedy, John Myers and Mason Leeper 
ply their profession in a more or less right-handed sort of 
way. While this type is much more desirable from a ball 
club’s point of view, sports writers sometimes lean towards 
the opposite type as exemplified by*Mr. Poindexter, who 
always provided plenty to write about. 

Mr. Poindexter was a left-hander’s left-hander with a world of 
stuff on the ball but a lackadaisical attitude about using it. 

The trouble he caused Mr. Doc Prothro, Mr. Slug Richards 
and Mr. Larry Gilbert during his Southern and major league 
career shouldn’t have happened to anybody, much less to 
nice guys like these.

Talk On Prejudice 
And Toll It Takes

The talk was about prejudice and the 
= “=== toll it takes in the characters of people... 
mostly, of course, the people who carry it around as their 
own little burden of malignancy. 

One pair of parents in the foursome was worried spe- 
cifically because their children had picked up the idea 
somewhere that the word “Jew” had a derisive meaning 
... and they used it surreptitiously, and at times with a 
touch of venom. 

A father remarked that he knew the theory that Amer- 
ica was formed to make a country safe from pogroms of 
faith, but that he didn’t do very well putting the idea 
across to his youngsters. 

One of the mothers spoke up. She said she had a tech- 


nique that had never failed and she’d used it on problem. 


after problem. 

“I use pity.” she said. “Of course, I mean pity for the 
people who spread the hate. It always works with my 
sons. They immediately see the object of my sympathy 
in an underprivileged light ... and jump on the other 
side like supermen!” 


She explained She never tried to correct their social 
misunderstandings directly. She waited until she had a 
subtle chance to show them the worst possible example 
of the type she had in mind. Then she shot her barbs. 


“He’s the Hitler type, you know.” she’d scoff of some 
blustering Arvan berating Jews. “Poor thing .. . prob- 


ably never had a chance in life!” Or... 


She’d polish off a misguided soul with Olympian scorn: 
“You know the type, dear one of those minute men who 
have to feel superior to someone.” 

She said she'd done it for years, on a lot of family prob- 
lems. 

For example, early smoking. 

She’d never missed a chance, when her sons were very 
young, to note that it was the ragged and unfortunate 
kids who were seen scurrying around downtown streets 
late at night. dragging on butts of cigarettes. She’d mur- 
mur her sympathy “Poor little guys,” she would cluck. 
“You know they probably haven’t a soul to care what 
thev’re doing.” 

It was true, of course. But her sons grew up thinking 
only the wretched were desperate enough to turn to cigar- 
ettes for comfort in early youth ... being sure that it was 
a mark of parental neglect and ignorance. 

She did it when her boys began driving the family 
automobile. ‘She remarked that piloting a car was some- 
thing like using polished silver and eating from good 
china ... nice people took it for granted simply as a means 
of transportation 

She’d tell a story of an obvious bumpkin acquaintance 
of her own girlhood. She’d describe him wearing tan 
pointed-toe shoes, a gaudy silk shirt, a goofy leer in his 
eyes, embellishing him with all the cheap weaknesses indi- 
cating his churlishness and his lack of savoir faire. 

“You know.” she’d finish him, “the type that always

The Draft--a Real ‘Must' 


Whether peacetime selective service 
becomes law depends now upon the House 
of Representatives. 

More specifically, the fate of the 
measure lies largely in the hands of the 
House Rules Committee headed by Rep. 
Leo Allen, Illinois Republican. This com- 
mittee is hostile to the draft. Chairman 
Allen, with the willing assistance of a 
majority of committeemen, is responsible 
for bottling up universal military training 
legislation. This bill was approved by the 
House Armed Services Committee a year 
ago but has lain in a Rules Committee 
pigeonhole since. 

The draft bill approved by the Senate 
Thursday is an election-year substitute 
for universal military training. Its pur- 
pose is to raise the over-all strength of the 
services from the present 1,446,000 to 
1,956,000. Only those in the 19-25-year-old 
category would be drafted for two years 
of active training. Up to 161,000 18-year- 
olds, however, may enlist voluntarily for 
one year, thus escaping future draft lia-

The British Treasury’s gold and dollar reserve 
is down to little more than $2,000,000,000, which 
is painfully close to the danger point. If the re- 
serve is reduced much more, Britain, as the bank- 
er of the sterling area, will be in the position of 
a banker who is unable to meet his obligations. 
Then, unless the United States steps in, a col- 
lapse of the whole intricate financial system of 
the sterling area will become inevitable. And it 
is by no means improbable that this American 
decision will have to be made within a few 
months. 


Unofficial Government estimates show that 
about half a billion dollars is likely to leak out 
of the vital dollar reserve in the next 12 
months. But some experts believe that the fig- 
ure is actually likely to be close to a billion 
dollars, unless heroic measures are taken. Even 
if the Government estimates are not too optim- 
istic, British reserves will be reduced below 
what many experts consider the danger point, 
at which financial collapse becomes imminent. 


In these circumstances, it is not surprising 
“that even this early the British have already ap- 
proached E. C. A. Administrator Paul Hoffman 
with a request for a larger allocation to Britain 
and the sterling area. The request was made at 
the height of the Palestine crisis, when anti- 
British feeling in the United States was most 
bitter. At first it seemed certain that the re- 
quest would be rejected, but the matter has in- 
stead now been shelved for future consideration. 
Meanwhile, Sir Stafford Cripps, the ascetic, 
coldly intelligent Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
is known to have taken a hard decision. Whether 
or not a greater allocation of American aid is 
forthcoming, and whether or not world food 
prices fall, Cripps intends to regard the British 
dollar reserve at a certain level—probably in 
the neighborhood of a billion and a half dol-

lars—as sacrosanct. When this level is reached, 
ever the consequences. 

This is a Cripps decision. It is not—as yet— 
a Cabinet decision. It is certain to meet the 
most determined opposition in the Cabinet, and 
in the Labor Party as a whole. For it means 
that the hard-pressed British will have to tighten 
their belts a great deal further than they have 
alseady been tightened, simply because food im- 
ports will have to be below present levels. 

It is possible that Cripps may never have to 
urge this grim expedient on the Cabinet. Every 
informed British official prays nightly for a 
fall in world food prices, for this would imme- 
diately ease the British position. Yet although 
there is every indication of an abundant world 
harvest, prices, which usually anticipate the har- 
vest, have remained ominously constant. Per- 
haps again the British economic recovery will 
— the threatening dollar gap before it is too 
ate. 


Thus it is time to acknowledge the fact 
that a British financial collapse—in effect the 
failure of the central bank of the whole vast 
sterling area—is now clearly possible. And 
it is time to acknowledge that the United States 
simply cannot allow such a collapse, with the 
disastrous world political and economic reper- 
— which would surely ensue, to take 
place. 


Indeed, it is tlme for the whole relationship 
between the United States and Great Britain to 
be re-examined both in London and Washington. 
For thinking men in both capitals recognize that 
an effective working partnership between the 
two greatest Western powers is the only basis 
on which Soviet expansion can be contained and 
a peaceful world order created.

Derby Day--Britain's Top Show 


LONDON—Frankly, there is nothing in the world like it. You can take the 
World Series, the Georgia-Tech football game, ’Mancipation Day in Thomaston, 
a political barbecue, roll them all into one, and you still won’t have anything 
that can compare with the Derby at Epsom. The first reason is, of course, the 
sheer numbers of the crowd: there were three-quarters of a million people watch- 
ing the race on June 5, according to the official estimate. 


The second reason for its supremacy is British 
love for horses; and these are literally the best 
horses in the world. Third, the crowd is as- 
sembled from all over the globe—from India, Pak- 
istan, South Africa, Australia, the United States, 
France, the West Indies, from the Isle of Mull, 
Denmark, Brazil, China and the Azores—to say 
nothing of the English themselves who allow noth- 
ing less than total paralysis to keep them away. 

The blind? They were there, listening to the 
shouting throng, to the cries of the hucksters: 
“Lovely fresh whelks, lovely cream, ices, lovely 
eels, all jellied.” They bought ices from an old 
lady’s barrow and she said, “Here y’are, my love.” 
Did they take the hint? I hope so. I wish I had. 
Because as you doubtless know, “My Love” won 
the Derby. 

The blind, too, could hear the cries of the 
bookies shouting the odds that they were giving 
on the various horses, 33 of ’em in the main race. 
“Hundred to eight, ‘Valognes’,” “Four to one, 
‘My Babu’,” the favorite. 

But the lame were there, too, some in their 
mechanized wheel chairs, pushing themselves 
from one vantage point to another, trying to 
reach a barrow dispensing jellied eels, trying 
to see the gypsies, or that fantastic Cockney 
family who always get themselves up in costumes 
covered with pearl buttons and wear gaudily 
plumed hats. 


“May my wife and children never live to 
see the day I fail to give the winner of the 
Derby.” bellowed one tipster, throwing a wad 
of bank notes on the ground as proof of his 
solvency. “The landlord never has to knock 
for the rent at my house; I am the landlord.” 


Kings and beggars, gypsies and Cabinet min- 
isters, duke and derelicts, they were all there. 
The previous week the Romanies had begun ar- 
riving, pitched their tents on a hillside and pre- 
pared to await the big day. On Friday families 
drove out in their motor cars—it was the first 
day allowed for pleasure motoring — and they, 
too, slept on the downs, in their cars, so that 
they would be sure to have a place. 

On Friday the bookies, too, had put up their 
stands, the hawkers their kiosks from which 
they would sell tea, ices, sandwiches and soft 
drinks.- All afternoon, into the late cloudy eve- 
ning the tents sprang up—blue, red, yellow; and 
anxiously everyone watched the dull, overcast

Village Church, and that was a good sign. 

Saturday morning, June 5, the dullness per- 
sisted, but there was no rain and the great rush 
began, by private car, bus, train, motorcycle, 
bicycle, on horse and on foot.

There was a great croy of ‘“They’re off.” 
Cheering followed the fleeting dash of jockeys’ 
colors as the animals sped by.

Back of you 
and extending out of sight, were 16,000 cars and 
busses. Around the race course were 750,000 
persons, all shouting or—well, nearly all—and 
one of the greatest Derbies in history was draw- 
ing to a close. 

The merry-go-rounds were still for a mo- 
ment, the jellied eels and sandwiches and bal- 
loons and “choc ices” were forgotten. Children 
and grandmothers were lifted up on soapboxes

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VARIETY SURVEYS LEGIT SEASON 


By JACK O’BRIAN 

NEW YORK, June 12—(7)— 
Variety, the so-called “Bible of 
Show Business,” has taken a 
statistical peek at the 1947-48 
theatrical season and pro- 
nounces it scmewhat of an im- 
provement over the previous 
fiscal 12 months. 

According to Variety, some 90 
productions had their fling on 
or toward Broadway during the 
season ended June 1, 1948. The 
reason Variety’s statisticians end 
the season on that date is be- 
cause the theater coincidentally 
also marks the end of “run-of- 
the-play” contracts with mem- 
bers of Actors Equity. 

Having tabulated hits and 
misses Variety’s total indicates: 
11 outright smash hits, 11 re- 
vival hits, six productions whose 
success can be dubbed moderate 
at best, 36 definite and outright 
failures among new plays,-and 
11 revival flops. . 

Eight productions called it 
quits oi the tryout circuit be- 
fore they reached Broadway. 

It also was a brisk season for 
off-Bro:dway drama labora- 
tories. The Experimental Thea- 
ter of the American National 
Theater and Academy present- 
ed six Bunsen burner projects, 
three of which attracted the en- 
thusiasm of producers who 
transferred these non-commer- 
cial vehicles to the formal 
Broadway precincts. Of these 
only ore attained the financial 
dignity of moderate success, 
“Skipper Next to God,” and this 
mostly through the presence in 
the cast of a Hollywood “‘name,”’ 
John Garfield. 

New Stages,- Inc., another 
sturdy new drama group, gave 
three productions, of which one 
reached Broadway: “The Re- 
spectfu! Prostituce,” which also 
made Variety’s “moderate” 
classification.

They do it much more subtly 
than that.” 

“I think young people every- 
where are becoming more inde- 
pendent than they once were,” 
she continued, “American wom- 
en are particularly independent. 
I think that is a good thing.” 

The Swedish beauty said she 
thought Frenchmen are “the 
most gallant and charming of 
men,” 

She added: 

“But, I think most of 
superficial with them.

2. The pool fee will be $5 a year for 
each thousand gallons of pool capacity, 
plus 25 cents for each thousand gallons 
of water ysed. The present charge is 
$400 a vear for each pool. 

Paul FR. Franke, Assitant Concessions 
Chief for th National Park Service, esti- 
mated th increased revenue to the Gov- 
ernment from these two changes at $20,- 
000 a year.

had access to an education as a 
result of Bishop Candler’s 23-year 
fight in their behalf. The 1877 
Georgia Constitution placed a tax 
on school endowments, which 
President Candler, of Emory Col- 
lege, thought unjust, and for the 
removal of which he launched a 
Campaign. For 23 years he con- 
tinued the fight and was repeated- 
ly rebuffed by the General As- 
sembly. For 40 years the tax had 
been imposed. But for him, in all 
probability, college endowments in 
Georgia would be paying taxes to- 
day. By this one achievement 
Bishop Candler was instrumental 
in saving great sums of money for 
education in Georgia and opening 
the way for hundreds of students 
to get an edutation they otherwise 
would be unable to acquire. 


As a student at Emory College 
young Candier was active in his 
literary society work. On one oc- 
casion his theme of address per- 
tained to the Christian religion. 
Under the influence of that ad- 
'dress the young Candler was con- 
‘verted, so it is related. Later as 
President o: Emory College he 
sought io promote religious faith 
and rev'vals in the college and to 
make education truly Christian.

Freddie was serenely happy with Elizabeth 
Gordon, Beverly Hills, Calif., rich girl, while Peggy 
was in the throes of divorce No. 5, this time from 
Michael Tree, another one-time bandleader. 

During those dark days for Peggy, Freddie 
even lent her $1,000 to pull her out of a tough 
financial spot. 

Then fortune’s wheel made another turn. 
Freddie was broke, partially paralyzed, his voice 
silenced as the result of an old automobile acci- 
dent injury and his marriage with Elizabeth was 
on the rocks.

So, in the racket-ridden city of New York in 
the winter of 1935, he left the American’s editorial] 
room one night, and his job was to ferret out the 
factual background of gang rule that the Ameri- 
can’s editors suspected took a toll of millions of 
dollars a year from the people of New York. 

He started drifting. From the shadows of the 
old Brooklyn Bridge, downtown, murmurous with 
the voices of little informers and chiselers and 
finger men, he moved north through East Side 


~~ 


hideaways; then westward and uptown to mean 
side streets off Broadway, where “Tobacco Road” 
and “George White’s Scandals” blinked above 
theatre marquees. 

He talked to furtive figures that skulked out 
of dreary dives whose doors said only “Ladies 
Invited,” and while neon tubes glowed outside he 
sat long with shifty-eyed men at ash-littered 
tables in all-night restaurants. 

Day in and day out, night in and night out, he 
wandered. Petty gamblers and retired police 
officials gave him their confidence. So did hard, 
lost women. He got help, too, from lawyers and 
politicians and probation officers. In official court 
records he found facts to support hearsay. 

He piled up his evidence slowly and steadily, 
and bit by bit it inevitably revealed that both the 
traffic of gangland and legitimate business, too, 
were caught in the strangle hold of ruthless and 
powerful mobsters. He concluded that one group 
of mob leaders controlled most of the rackets, and 
that, although gangs struggled with gangs for con- 
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trol of one graft or another, the personnel of the 
men behind the scenes seldom changed. 

They weren't the flashy, hard-bitten gangsters 
of movies or fiction. Most of them would have 
passed in a de luxe hotel lobby or a Wall Street 
bank for conservative, opulent business men. They 
were, in fact, business men. It happened that 
their businesses were illegitimate; that they them- 
selves preyed on both the well-to-do and the lowly, 
and that they ruled by violence and fear. 

They planned their campaigns of plunder as 
coolly as any honest board of directors. Mooney 
saw this first-hand. 

Once, high up in an office building overlooking 
Broadway, he attended a meeting of the directo- 
rate of what he came to think of as Crime, Incor- 
porated. They came in, he said later, looking like 
any well-groomed, self-confident business men, and 
they sat at a long table in a suite of offices 
ostensibly occupied by a real estate corporation. 

They leaned forward in big leather chairs and 
in all their long talk of making money there was 
not once a hint of fairness to anyone; not once 
any sign that they would ever exact anything less 
than the traffic would bear. 

That clinched the matter of higher-up racket 
control for Martin Mooney. He went back to his 
office, and he began to write a racket expose that 
shook the town. 

“The powerful combine of Crime, Incorporated, 
exercises absolute control of the rackets in each 
of the following 16 fields,” he charged: 

“Pin-ball games, policy or number games, race 
tracks, commercialized vice, loan sharks, night 
clubs, unions and industrial shakedowns, real 
estate, hot ice (diamonds), stocks and bonds, 
gambling (dice, cards, lotteries), produce and 
other foods, garages and automobiles, illegal oper- 
ations. gun running and counterfeiting, and 
narcotics. 

“In each of these major divisions, from one to 
a dozen sidelines have been developed, so actually 
there are close to 60 rackets in which citizens are 
robbed.” 


KF THE meeting of the crime board directorate 

which he attended, he wrote: “Three of the 
men in that executive session were important fig- 
ures in local and national politics. Their names 
would shake every city in the country and topple 
scores of state and national politicians. 

“Another man in that room was the head of a 
business enterprise considered among the first 
half dozen in the East. Beside him sat a man who 
is a life-long friend and closest confidant of a 
police official high in the esteem of the city. 

“Across from him was the district leader 
whose single word could break any office holder 
in the city. 

“The attorney who stood at one of the windows 
holds degrees from two of the best universities. 

“The best dressed man there was a gambler. 
The two others were more like the traditional 
type of mobster—coarse and sinister. 

“These were the men controlling the 16 big 
rackets in their part of the country. As any other 
governing body might do, they exercised control 
through committees, each committee answerable 
to Crime, Incorporated.” 

In all, Mooney wrote 16 racket stories, and 
they indicated that Arthur Filegenheimer, the 
“Dutch Sehultz” of gangland, was a dominant 
figure, particularly in the beer business, while 
James J. Hines, a Tammany district leader, was 
chief among those in politics who fronted for rack- 
eteers, especially those conducting the huge policy 
or numbers game. Flegenheimer later was mur- 
dered and Hines served a term in Sing Sing Prison. 

The New York Grand Jury, which had been 
convened to investigate rackets under the direc- 
tion of District Attorney William E. Dodge, was 
floundering. In a racket-ridden city, it couldn’t 
find any rackets. It subpoenaed Mooney. 

Both Mooney, and the newspaper behind him, 
bridled at this. Mooney told the Grand Jury that 
he couldn’t betray the men and women who had 
given him their confidence. He was warned that 
if he didn’t reveal his sources of information, he 
might be held in contempt of court. 

“I do refuse,” he said quietly. “I won’t double- 
cross the people who trusted me.” 

He wasn’t a policeman, he said. He worked 
for a newspaper. It was up to the Grand Jury 
to do its own work. 

The Grand Jury then, instead of bearing down 
on racketeers, bore down on Martin Mooney. It 
had him taken before General Sessions Judge 
Morris Koenig, and still he refused to break 
his confidences. 

The judge fined him $250 and senténced him 
to 30 days in jail for contempt. At once, the 
American engaged James D. C. Murray, ‘one of 
the city’s ablest attorneys, to champion the re- 
porter, and Mooney promptly and defiantly said 
to the court: 

“There is no court in the land that can hold 
me in the contempt in which I hold this Grand 
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Mooney Became a Success- 
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Jury. I am the only person going to jail as the 
result of its work. It is a great injustice that an 
innocent newspaperman should be the grand prize 
corralied by the Grand Jury after long investiga- 
tion. My fight will be fought in the open, with 
no back-door tactics.” 

Handcuffed,. Mooney was led to a cell in 
Tombs Prison. Within an hour, Murray obtained 
a writ of habeas corpus calling on the warden to 
produce the reporter before Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Carew for review of the case. Manacled 
again, Mooney appeared and Murray asked that 
the conviction be set aside, arguing: 

“Newspapers have assumed an indispensable 
place in public life. They have undertaken to 
expose the commission of crime and bring about 
reform. They have been instrumental in doing so. 

“Our times demand that the relationship be- 
tween reporter and informant be confidential so 
that newspapers may aid in the detection and 
suppression of crime, and in exposing vice.” 

He pointed out that there had never previously

been a legal test of the question in a New York 
court and that the laws covering privilege, or 
sacredness of communication, included only four 
groups: husbands and wives, clergymen and peni- 
tents, physicians and patients and lawyers and 
clients. But he stressed the fact that these 
statutes had come down from English Common 
Law long before newspapers became important 


in this country. He asked the court to include re-: 


porters and informants in the privileged class. 

The District Attorney’s assistants argued that 
since there was no specific privilege granted to 
reporters, Mooney must reveal his informants or 
go to jail. Justice Carew sustained them. 

Sentence was stayed, however, when Murray 
appealed, and the racket reporter was put on 
parole. A month later the Mooney appeal came 
up before the Supreme Court Appellate Division, 
which affirmed the lower court decision and de- 
clared that only. the Legislature could extend 
legal protection to reporters. 

Mooney’s appeal was then carried to the 
State Court of Appeals. 

This brought the reporter’s free press fight 
into the national spotlight. New York news- 
papers, including the Herald Tribune, the World. 
Telegram, Daily News and Brooklyn Eagle, com- 
mended Mooney and complimented the American 
for its aggressive stand. Editor and Publisher 
called on newspapers of the country to unite in a 
campaign for protection of reporters’ news 
sources, and hundreds of them complied. 

Senator McNaboe introduced a Free Press Bill 
in the New York Legislature to Sustain the re- 
porter’s cause, as Mooney revealed he had been 
trailed by mobsters, and demanded: 

“How many newspapermen must be jailed or 
murdered before the Legislature acts?” 

Representative Edward W. Curley of New 
York introduced a similar bill in Congress, saying: 

“This law simply recognizes the Constitutional! 

tights of Free Speech and Free Press. and assures 
that they will be protected in all Federal courts.” 


William Randolph Hearst telegraphed Repre- 
sentative Curley: 

“IT think your bill is one that is just to news- 
papermen but is primarily in the interests of the 
public. Most of these confidential communica- 
tions to newspapermen are in the nature of revela- 
tions which aid the cause of justice. 

“Obviously, the sources of information would 
be closed if newspapermen were compelled to re- 
veal these sources. In fact, newspapermen do 
not reveal them. Like Mr. Mooney, they go to 
jail rather than do so. The question, therefore, 
merely is whether newspapermen should go to 
jail for serving the pubtic interest.” 

On parole, Mooney visited Mr. Hearst, who 
congratulated him on his courage and assured him 
of unlimited support in the struggle to free 
American newspapers from political or criminal 
suppression. When the reporter told him he 
would go to jail indefinitely to uphold that prin- 
ciple, the publisher replied: 

“That is what I would do in your place.” 

Congress and the New York Legislature 
stalled, awaiting the final court decision. When 
it came down, they buried the bills, for the court 
rejected the reporter’s appeal. It held that the 
only recourse of the press would be through new 
legislation and that existing statutes granting 
privilege should not be construed to include the 
press although New Jersey, Alabama and Mary- 
land did so. 

Since then, eight more states have passed 
legislation recognizing a reporter’s right to pro- 
tect his news sources: Arizona, Arkansas, Cali- 
fornia, Indiana, Kentucky, Montana, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania. 


At THE time of the Mooney case, however, all 
the courts concerned made merely passing ref- 
erence to the existing state laws favoring reporters 
and all cited the ancient English Common Law 
which did not mention them. Since the original 
case involved only the New York State courts, the 
United States Supreme Court could not pass on 
its legality. 

That was the end of Mooney’s last possible 
legal struggle. He surrendered in General Ses- 
sions in New York. He prepared to serve his sen- 
tence. He did serve it. He entered the wire cage, 
walked down a _ staircase into a “bull pen” 
crowded with 26 criminals, stayed there until he 
was driven in a “Black Maria” to Queens County 
Jail, walked into the jail—a martyr. 

Under the law he lost his case. In the minds 
of newspapermen from one end of the country 
to the other his blow was one of the most sig- 
nificant ever struck in the interest of a free press. 

It had a counterpart this year. The case was 
comparatively minor, the principle the same. 
Again in New York State a newspaperman’s right 
to protect his news source was challenged. 

Following widespread reports of gambling in 
Newburgh, N. Y., the Newburgh News on two 
occasions reproduced “numbers” slips which were 
Said to be circulating then in the community. 

Douglas V. Clarke, news editor, and Charles 
L. Leonard, reporter, were fined $100 each and 
sentenced to 10 days in -jail for declining to tell 
the Orange County Grand Jury where they ob- 
ained the tickets.

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BROWN DECREE 
ia Gould heivess

LL the witnesses had been heard. All the 
A distressing charges and counter-charges 

had been aired. All the learned arguments 
had been presented. The bittérly fought Grim- 
ditch divorce trial was over. 

Gioia Barker Grimditch, 24-year-old great- 
granddaughter of the late railroad tycoon, Jay 
Gould, wiped her tear-stained face. William Henry 
Grimditch, Jr., 25, and well known to the Phila- 
delphia social set, cleared his throat nervously. 

They did not look at each other. As did the 
throng of spectators in the Pima County Superior 
Court in Phoenix, Ariz., they watched only the 
solemn face of Judge J. Mercer Johnson. 

The judge was not ready to hand down his deci- 
sion. Faced with a curious dilemma, he wanted 
time to consider evidence and study precedents. 

Both parties had asked for a decree. But shoutd 
one be called guilty, and the other innocent? 

The judge thought not. 

After much deliberation he finally settled the 
issue in these odd words: 

“It is hereby ordered, adjudged, and decreed: 

“That the bonds of matrimony now and here- 
tofore existing between the plaintiff, Gioia B. 
Grimditch, and: the defendant, William Henry 
Grimditch, Jr., be and they are hereby dissolved 
and each party is restored to the status of a single 
person.” 

Judge Johnson further explained that order by 
saying, “I did not award a decree of divorce to 
Mrs. Grimditch. Nor did,l give her husband one. 


Basing His Decision on an 
Unusual ‘Precedent, the 
Judge Did Not Award a 
Divorce, but Dissolved 
the Marriage 


“There was no question in my mind that the 
circumstances warranted a divorce, but the allega- 
tions of Mrs. Grimditch’s complaint and those 
contained in her husband’s cross-complaint, plus 
the testimony brought out during the trial, left 
me in a situation where I was unable to award 
either one of the litigants a decree at the expense 
of the other.” ' 

The only fair answer, Judge Johnson con- 
cluded, was to dissolve the marriage without 
favoring either party. 

“After long and careful consideration of the 
complaints and the evidence,” he said, “I decided 
upon writing a ‘Brown decree.’ ”’ 

The judge had reference to the precedent- 
setting. ruling, 17 years ago, when Judge A. S. 
Gibbons of Flagstaff dissolved the bonds of 
matrimony between Kitty and Willis S. Brown. 

Kitty Brown had brought suit in Superior Court 
against her husband, charging’ cruel treatment. 

Willis Brown had answered, denying her allega- 
tions, and cross-complained, asking for a divorce 
for the misconduct of his wife. 

Judge Gibbons, finding Kitty and Willis equal 
offenders, handed down the decree that, at that 
time, was without precedent in Arizona. 

Like Kitty Brown, Gioia Grimditch was the 
first to sue for divorce, asking $500 a month sup- 
port for her two children—William Henry III, 
aged 3, and Gloria Gioia, 18 months—and pay- 
ment of hospital expenses incurred in connection 
with an automobile accident. Her chief complaint 
was desertion and non-support, but she also 
brought charges of cruelty. ‘ 

Gioia’s estranged husband, William Henry 
Grimditch, Jr., countered with a cross-complaint, 
accusing her of misconduct with Blake Brophy, 
son of a Phoenix banker, and three other men 
known only as George, Don and Jack. He cited 
her green diary as evidence and asked for a 
divorce with custody of the children. 

When confronted in court with passages from 
her diary, which seemed to imply misconduct, 
Gioia said they were mere “bobby-sox slang.” 

Other entries described drinking parties: 

“Aug. 20. What a day. Blake and Johnny came 
over around 12 noon. Played gin most of the 
afternoon. Blake and I went beer hunting. Got 
bottle of whisky, talked with Blake. Played gin 
until about 5:30 a. m., 

“Aug. 23. Had my palm read. Scares me. 
Don took me to dinner, got me stinking.” 

.Earlier in the year, she wrote in her diary: 

“Blake and I might live in a Tahiti tent.” 

Asked in court if she and Blake had ever 
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thought of going to live in ‘Tahiti, Glola replied: 
“Purely in an escapist way,” 

The diary, dated January to October, 1946, 
ended about the time of William’s return from 
overseas, when he planned to bring his wife and 
children back to Philadelphia from Phoenix. 

Gioia had agreed to those plans, William testi- 
fied, provided they first take a trip to Mexico. 

[It was on that trip that she suffered a broken 
leg and a broken arm in a traffic accident and 
was hospitalized in Phoenix. 

While packing some clothes for her, during 
this illness, William carfe upon. the diary. 

A bitter quarrel resulted in his return to Phila- 
delphia alone. 

Gioia told the court that he contributed nothing 
to her support, or that of the children, from-that 
time on. She denied any misconduct on her part. 

When Judge Johnson handed down his unusual 
decree he also considered the best interest of the 
children. He said: 

“I thought they should be with their mother, 
but gave the father visitor’s rights.” 

William Grimditch is to be allowed temporary 
custody of his son and daughter for a brief period 
each year, and he has dropped his $250,000 dam 
age suit against Gioia and Blake Brophy in which 
he charged that they had “contrived to defraud 
plaintiff of his rights as a husband.”

AURICE CHEVALIER, the straw-hatted, 
super-salesman of love songs, didn’t say 


“No” and he didn’t say “Maybe” when 
asked on the eve of leaving for France if he were 
going to marry Nita Raya, his sweetheart of many 
years. s 

He said...“Yes!” 

“Nita offers me what I seek most: understand. 
ing, companionship and sincerity. I have a better 
chance of making success of marriage with her 
than with someone I don’t know so long. Love is 
love-——but life is life!” 

The world famous entertainer was planning 
to celebrate his 60th birthday in September. In 
two years, he pointed out, he will have been on 
the stage for half a century. He spent five of 
those years (from 1927 to 1931) in marriage to 
actress Yvonne Vallee. 

Gallantly, Chevalier wouldn’t state the reasons 
for its dissolution. Friends said that Miss Vallee 
was too jealous of her husband. For a man who 
made himself a millionaire singing about romance, 
the green-eyed monster was too big a rival. 

The poor Parisian boy, who went on the stage 
at 12, whose name was linked romantically as well 
as professionally with the great Mistinguette 
when he was fier partner at 21; and who was the 
sensation of American-motion pictures at $20,000 
a week when he was 40, met Nita Raya in Paris in 
1935, after his self-imposed exile from Hollywood. 

Chevalier taught Nita, a tall, brunette and 
beautiful Rumanian, the theatrica! tricks. She 
joined the act with him. At the time this engage- 
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ment was reported, Miss Raya, who had not pre. 
viously been married, was the star of Paris’ Folies 
Bergere and 31 years old. 

To him, Chevalier said, she seemed older and 
wiser than her years, since she grew up with him. 

“Nita 1s used to my ways and my views,” he 
Said. “I won't take a chance with a too young 
woman. Nor would I marry a widow or a divorcee. 
They are already formed in their definite views 
of life...while Nita has been formed to me 

The self-assurance of his French-accented 
remarks were softened by the patient, almost sad, 
wisdom reflected in his handsome, tanned face. 
The gray-haired star looked nearer 50 than 60. 

And Nita? 

“We have a tender feeling for each other,” 
she said. “It was Chevalier who discovered me, 
launched me. I owe him everything and he is the 
center of my life. To speak to you about me is to 
speak about him...” 

Throughout his career. Chevalier’s name has 
been linked with glamourous women. He was once 
reported engaged to the films’ Kay Francis, like 
Nita. tall, beautiful and brunette. 

The magnetic charm was still there 
Janes, young and old, still thocked around 
theatres yust ton the excitement of seeing 
dashing Frenchman flash his famous smile 

As for the women in his past, he said he ov 
casionally sees the septuagenarian, Mistinguette, 
in Paris, but he did not keep in touch with his 
ex-wife, Yvonne Vallee. 

“Marriage is sometimes impractical in our 
business,” the actor commented. “We have too 
many diversions, too many things to distract us. 
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“Nita plans to leave the profession entirely. 
She wants to give up her work and try to be 
happy with me.” 

Chevalier said he expected to return to his 
villa, near Cannes, to spend the summer. His pro- 
ducer, Arthur Lesser, spent six weeks with the 
star in Florida last winter. 

“IT couldn’t keep up with him,” Lesser, not yet 
10, said. “Maurice would go to the ocean each 
day before nine for a swim; then to the solarium 
for a rubdown; then breakfast; then more swim 
ming or tennis. After lunch, he'd write on his 
autobiography. 

One of Chevalier’s favorite topics of conversa- 
tion is his mother, who died in 1930. 

“My mother was the greatest influence in my 
life,’ Chevalier said. “After her, came work—and 
after work, lovely women...but only lovely 
women when they do not interfere with my work. 
‘To be almost 50 years on the stage and still be at 
the top of your line—(he earned $23,000 in one 
week recently at a Miami nightclub) it takes 
a solid head and...a solid heart.” 

After singing in Belgium, France and England, 
Chevalier planned to return to the United States 
next spring for radio and television engagements. 

“America seems the most happy country in the 
world today,” he said. “Yet it, too, feels the anx- 
iety and nervousness over the uncertain future. 

“European and American women are totally 
different. In Europe a woman is brought up 
differently and has less freedom, But I cannot say 
who has the most beautiful women. The Ameri- 
cans are very beautiful and well dressed and take 
care of their beauty.

PHE ball came over the net low and fast. Dr. 
T smith: “relaxing” between operations, raced 
toward the sidelines, his racket outstretched 
to meet the white blur. Then everything else 
became blurry, too, and he remembered nothing 
until he found himself in a hospital bed. 

Dr. Smith—and that isn’t his name—is a well- 
known surgeon in the Midwest, a rangy man in 
his middle 50s who hated to think he was getting 
too old for tennis. After his collapse on the court 
he rested religiously, scarcely moving a finger. 
He was afraid that heart disease might have left 
him an invalid for life. 

He was advised to try a new relaxation therapy 
developed by Dr. Edmund Jacobson, famed for his 
researches with muscular and nervous excitement 
at the University of Chicago’s Physiological 
Laboratory and in the Laboratory of Clinical Re- 
search. In the latter laboratory he reclined on a 
couch beside a complicated electrical apparatus. 

“Now,” Dr. Jacobson said, “we're going to 
teach you how to get all the tension out of your 
muscles.” 

“But, my friend,” the patient protested, “for 
weeks I’ve been as rested as anyone could be.” 

“Oh, no, you haven't,” the doctor said, and he 
explained his theory. 

Muscles of the arms, legs and other body areas 
act by contraction, alternated with relaxation, but, 
Dr. Jacobsen has found, it is extremely difficult 
to do away with “residual tension,” a slight left- 
over muscular contraction, even during sleep. 

After Dr. Smith had relaxed a leg muscle as 
completely as he was able, the physiologist put an 
electrode of the electrical apparatus into the skin 
above it. The patient watched a needle on a dia! 
turn on the scale, showing an electrical current 
due to muscular contraction. 

“When you learn to recognize that muscle 
tension, and can make that muscle so limp that it 
will lose its contraction completely, the needle will 
register zero,’ Dr. Jacobson said. 

Dr. Smith learned. The results were dramat- 
ically beneficial. Today he is as active as ever, 
and his blood pressure is back to normal. 

At a recent meeting of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science, Dr. Jacobson 
reported on the results of several hundred cases 
since he inaugurated his system in 1930. Partic- 
ularly significant were the excellent effects ob- 
tained with 14 men and three women between the 
ages of 30 and 65 who were suffering from high 
blood pressure. . 

In each case, Dr. Jacobson asserted, the method 
which he calls “progressive” and “differential” re- 
laxation, restored the pressure to normal. 

These were all cases in the early stage of the 
disease, meaning that there was no damage to the 
eyes, heart, kidneys or other vital organs, but the 
Chicago physiologist disclosed that one of his 
earliest patients, who was 59 years old, was suffer- 
ing from an advanced form of high blood pressure. 

High blood pressure is not the only ailment 
which can be alleviated by complete muscular 
ease, Dr. Jacobson claimed. He told of a middle- 
aged matron who was afflicted with spastic colon 
and had frequent painful contractions. Another 
symptom of general tension was a predilection 
toward frowning. 

Neither diet nor sedatives helped her, and 
ordinary rest seemed to do her no good, Dr. 
Jacobson had considered the removal of her ap- 
pendix and gall bladder, but decided to try the 
relaxation treatment first. For the first time in 
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30 years all her symptoms disappeared. She be- 
came cheerful and energetic and has been leading 
an active life in her community near San Diego, 
Calif. 

A 19-year-old University of Chicago studenf 
presented an unusual case. Although normal in 
other respects, he suffered painfully when nerv- 
ous, aS he became when in the company of girls. 
His esophagus (e-sof-ag-us), or food tube, and 
stomach tightened up until, at times, he was com- 
pletely disabled. Dr. Jacobson taught him to 
relax his muscles and the attacks disappeared. 

Sleeping pills and other sedatives and muscle- 
paralyzing drugs like the Indian arrow poison, 
curare, and Myanesin—-now being used at the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, Columbia 
University, for relief of muscle spasms——produce 
their effects by relaxation. Dr. Jacobson under- 
takes to achieve deep relaxation without drugs or 
brain or nerve operations, by a sort of training of 
muscle management. 

In his books, “Progressive Relaxation,” “You 
Can Sleep Well” and technical monographs, Dr. 
Jacobson has published the theory and methods of 
his new medical and psychological treatment. 

Psychoanalysts also recognize the need of free- 
ing people from tensions. Dr. Flanders Dunbar, 
of Columbia University, in her helpful book, 
“Mind and Body” (Random House publication), 
says: “The inability to relax is one of the most 
widely spread diseases of civilization. A great 


many seemingly calm, untroubled people are con. 
cealing from themselves and from others an 
Inability to relax.” 

Psychiatrists, especially psycHoanalysts, make 
the patient talk freely. This is believed to de- 
crease the mental confliets, rages and fears 
fo ease the tenSion by re 
psychotherapist 
purges the emotions in order to abolish muscular, 

indular and vascular as well as mental stress 

methods are complementary to each other. 

Our modern civilization produces abnormal ten 
sions which are vetlected in physical disturbances 
Relaxation, however achieved, may be the key to 
America’s greatest medicine problem from a psy 
chiatric point of view.

HEN Mrs. Mary Klein saw Benjamin 
Pigola peddling fruit on a New York 
City street she screamed for the police. 

She “positively” identified him as the husband 
wnv had abandoned her and their three children 
18 -years before. 

It took Pigola, his wife, two children and 75 
witnesses to prove he was not Mrs. Klein’s miss- 
ing husband and .that he had not even left Poland 
at the time she and her husband were married. 

Victor Sammarco, also of New York, spent 
three days in alimony jail because Mrs. Elizabeth 
Doyen had him arrested as her ex-husband who 
had failed to pay alimony to her. 

In court she insisted Victor was her husband— 
until the real Doyen showed up and caused her 
to admit she had made an “honest mistake.” 

These and many other cases of mistaken iden- 
tity would be virtually impossible, the U. S. Public 
Health Service claimed, under a proposed new 
system of identification tags and registration 
cards to be worn or carried by every citizen from 
the day of his birth until his death. 

Not only is the health service aiming. at 
identification of all citizens, but the plan of simpli- 
fication is directed at protecting the 100,000 babies 
born each year out of wedlock and the more than 
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20,000 others who annually acquire foster parents. 
The plan also called for laws which-would al- 
low the issuance of a certified copy of a birth 
record only to the registrant, his parents, guardian 
or legal representative, or upon a court order. 
In most states, legislation will be required 
before the uniform registration card or tag can 
be put in use. Nine states already have adopted 
a birth card: California, Georgia, Mississippi, 
Nevada,. Oregon, Ohio, Tennessee, Washington 
and New Hampshire. Very little change would 
be required to make their present systems con- 
form to the national plan already adopted by 
Montana, Maryland and the District of Columbia. 
Under the U. S. Public Health Service system, 
the first baby to be born in Montana in 1949 will 
become citizen 125-49-000001. The first number 
“1” refers to the United States. Canada, which also 
has adopted the system, has the first code numbe1 
“2.” The 25 is the number assigned to identify 
Montana, while the 49 refers to the year. _ The 
000001 signifies the child was chronologically 
first born in the state in 1949.

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the proposed plan is a “great social advance be- 
cause it is obviously unfair to a child to disclose 
stigmatizing facts of his history over which he 
had no control.” 

The birth registration card, which would carry 
the serial number, would confirm citizenship, 
name, sex and age. The serial number could, ac 
cording to Dunning, be adopted for military regis- 
tration, social security, police identification, driv- 
er’s license, through to the death certificate. 

The Association of Registration Executives, 
which passed a resolution calling for the over 
hauling of the entire birth certification system, 
pointed out that the card would be “accepted 
throughout the eountry for most purposes, making 
it unnecessary for employers, schools and even 
the individual himself to learn of illegitimacy.” 

The association cited a case in a Midwestern 
state as an example of the distress which may 
result from the present system of birth records. 

An unwed mother, who felt that she had 
reason to keep the truth from her parents, was 
visiting them when a baby photographer called to 
solicit business. ‘Thus, the photographer unwit- 
tingly broke the news to the girl’s parents that 
she was the mother of a baby boy. He had gotten 
the information from a birth certificate. 

Perhaps the most ironic real life drama arising 
from the present practice of supplying birth cer- 
tificates to prospective employers involved a young 
man in a Western state who demanded to see a 
photostatic copy of his birth certificate in the 
state registration office. 

He studied it carefully and then he knew be- 
yond doubt why a business firm withdrew its 
offer of a job after obtaining the copy of the 
birth certificate. There under “occupation of 
father” was the answer: “In an insane asylum.” 

The father was in an insane asylum all right, 
but, as the chief psychiatrist, not a patient. 

Lucien L. Benepe, Montana registrar of vital 
Statistics, said his state adopted the plan because: 

“The system is thoroughly workable and 
highly intelligent. It can avoid many tragic cir- 
cumstances in reporting deaths incorrectly, in 
mixing up infants and in many other ways; if in 
addition to registration cards, it provides for 
having identification tags carried on the person at 
all times.” 

Lack of proper identification, proponents of the 
new plan point out, has caused many heartbreaks 
and much embarrassment over the years. 

In Paterson, N. J., a man was killed in an acci- 
dent. He carried no identification and the only 
marks were scars on the chest and chin. 

When Mrs. Emma Bradley, of Passaic, N. J., 
read the description in the newspapers, she felt 
certain it was her husband, Vincent Robert Brad- 
ley, who had left her three years previously. She 
and some others identified him at the morgue. 

Several days later Bradley showed up alive. 
Eventually, the dead man was identified by fin 
gerprints through the FBI files as Victor Peralda, 
an ex-convict. 

Even fiction has many cases of improper identi- 
fication. None was more dramats than that in 
Dickens’ “Tale of Two Cities.” }

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Faithful Fans Sustained the Courage 
of Billie Holiday While She Fought Off 
the Ravages of Drug Addiction

HEY call her “Lady Day.” 
She came from New York City’s Harlem 
with a magnificent voice: a searching, sobbing, 


exciting voice that whispered along the heart - 


strings when she sang “I Cover the Waterfront,” 
and “Some Other Spring,” and “Yesterday.” 

When she was just a little girl popular jive 
musicians gathered in her mother’s buffet restau- 
rant in the misty hours of Harlem pre-dawn to 
eat fried chicken and hamburgers and talk music. 
Her father was a guitarist with Fletcher Hender- 
son, so it was natural she should love music. 

Her real name is Billie Holiday and she’s been 
singing all her life. From her humble beginning 
singing for tips in her mother’s restaurant she 
went to the top of her profession, being paid as 
much as $5,000 a week and winning an enthusi- 
astic cult of followers whose loyalty to her has 
never wavered. Never wavered even when a little 
more than a year ago she sank to the level of 
New York’s drug rings and spent ten months in 
a federal reformatory for women at Alderson, 
W. Va., for receiving and concealing heroin. 

Those followers wrote her thousands of letters 
in the ten months she spent in the reformatory, 
giving her courage to conquer the drug habit. 

When she finally came out, freed of the drug 
plague and ready for whatever other punishment 
a fickle public might decide upon, they packed 
Carnegie Hall to the street to hear her sing just 
ten days after she became a free woman again. 

They rocked and shouted, chanted and sang 
with her from all corners of the staid old audi- 
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torium when that enchanting voice again came 
to life after ten months of silence. 

When “Lady Day” hit rock-bottom in May, 1947, 
ravaged by drugs, worried day and night how 
she was going to get the next batch, charged $100 
a day by the leeches who run the racket, there 
were many in show business who said she could 
never come batk. They weren’t surprised when 
she was finally caught in New York by narcotic 
agents after braving gunfire in an automobile 
chase in Philadelphia in a bid to save her career. 

As she stood before Judge J. Cullen Ganey 
she was a miserable, broken-hearted woman. But 
she was determined to fight and defeat the drug 
habit and pleaded with Judge Ganey for a chance. 

Judge Ganey was sympathetic and Joseph Hil- 
denberger, an assistant U. S. district attorney, 
pleaded in her behalf. 

The judge decided that a few months in the 
federal reformatory at Alderson, W. Va., would 
straighten out this tangled life and revive the 
voice which had thrilled millions. 

After having followed a course that turned 
days into nights, “Lady Day” went to Alderson, 
determined to take her medicine. Within two 
weeks she was rid of the insistent cravings for 
drugs and quietly went to work in the kitchen. 

She spent ten months in the reformatory and 
then all the officials interested in the case de- 
cided she had paid her debt and was cured and 
ready to resume her career again. 

Even though she didn’t know it, a concert was 
being arranged for her back in New York at 
Carnegie Hall. A line of agate type appeared in 
New York papers stating: 

“One night stand. Carnegie Hall. Billie Holi- 
day. March 27.” 

‘The agate line ran only eight times at the bot- 
tom of an ad for another concert. But when the 
night of March 27 arrived, the hall was jammed, 
300 more crowded the stage behind her, and hun- 
dreds milled around outside. 

“I was a little afraid when midnight neared 
(the concert started at that hour),” she said. “But 
when they stood up and cheered when I walked 
out, all I could do was thank God for allowing 
me this second chance.” 

When she finally walked from the stage amid 
shouts and whistles, someone heard her say: 

“Well, it’s been a long way. A long, long way.” 

It had been a long way from the little Harlem 
restaurant, the all-night cafes, the honky-tonks, 
the disappointments before she got her start. 

She had always wanted to sing and when she 
was 14 she pleaded with her mother to permit her

to become a professional singer. But her mother 
remembered the struggle her husband had reach- 
ing toward the top—one night stands, all-night bus 
rides, poor pay. So after a long discussion the 
mother and the 14-year-old girl compromised and 
Billie was allowed to sing while waiting on tables.

Before Fame Turned 
Sour

EAVEN knows how many years had passed 
since headlines had called to mind F. Scott 
Fitzgerald’s slight, hand-tailore@d figure and 
his wry, disarming smile. Then, nof long ago, 
his name flashed briefly in the news again. 

Only, this time, the dispatch really was about 
Zeida, his widow, who, he used to say, was the 
prettiest girl in Alabama and Georgia. In 
middle age she played out to the end the tragedy 
of the life which long ago, in a haze of fame, they 
began together in their youth. 

“The once celebrated novelist’s widow, 47, died 
with eight other patients when fire swept a 
mental institution in Asheville, N. C.,” the dis- 
patch said. 

It added that chains and padlocks barred the 
patients’ windows. It recalled that Fitzgerald, at 
44, had died nearly eight vears ago in a lonely 
Hollywood apartment in Christmas week of 1940. 

So, with Zelda’s death, it is over-—-the Fitz- 
gerald story. He and she are gone now, along 
with the confused and hectic era they once sym- 
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bolized. He once was its chronicler, its interpreter 
and its darling. 

It was he who wrote, as no one else has ever 
written, of “the jazz age” of the 1920s, peopled b: 
“the lost generation” and “all the sad young men.” 
Over night he rose to fame, and he lived to be 
forgotten by the people who once idolized him. 

He knew those people. He was one of them. 
From St. Paul, Minn., he went to Princeton, and 
out of the university into the army as a lieutenant 
and aide-de-camp to Brig. Gen. John A. Ryan. He 
was still in uniform when he first met Zelda at 
the Governor’s ball in Montgomery, Ala. 

She was the daughter of an Alabama Supreme 
Court Justice, Anthony D. Sayre, and at that bal! 
She was like a flower. He might have been think 
ing of her later when he had a fictional young 
man say to one of his fictional young women: 

“You're the only girl I've seen for a long time 
that actually did look like something blooming.” 
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Scott Leaped Into the Middle of the 

Road and Stopped the Car of His 

Friends. "My Novel Has Been Accepted 
for Publication!" He Shouted. 
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He was spruce and handsome then, and he had 
a charming way. She was small and dark-eyed 
and beautiful. When he left the Army, and went 
to New York, they were engaged. 

New York bewitched him, but it did not drive 
her from his mind. He knew rich young men, 
and families of great wealth, through his Prince- 
ton associations, but he, himself, was poor. He 
took a stuffy apartment in the Bronx and his 
salary in an advertising agency was $35 a week. 
He lived on that, and yearned for Zelda, and 
explored the city. 

“New York had all the iridescence of the be- 
ginning of the world,” he wrote long afterward. 
“As I hovered ghost-like in the Plaza Red Room 
of a Saturday afternoon, or went to lush and 
liquid garden parties in the East Sixties or tippled 
with Princetonians in the Biltmore Bar I was 
haunted always by my other life—my drab room 
in the Bronx, my square foot of the subway, my 
fixation upon the day’s:letter from Alabama-— 
would it’ come and what would it say?-—my 
shabby suits, my poverty, my love.” a. 

LL the time, he wanted to write. From his 

youth to his end, he dedicated himself to 
writing as an art. It was only chance—-his early 
subject matter—-that made him popular. 

Hie wanted to write, and he found he couldn't 
do it in New York then. Suddenly the city re- 
pelled him. He walked out of his advertising job. 

“Hating the city, I got roaring, weeping drunk 
on my last penny and went home.” 

It was a good move, although Zelda had 
broken their engagement, not seeing how he could 
ever earn enough for one, not to speak of two. At 
home, he wrote, and one day, he dashed here and 
there along the streets of his home town. He 
stopped cars and cried out news to their occu- 
pants, his friends. 

“They've taken it! My novel has been accepted 
for publication!” 

It was heady news for him—acceptance of 
“This Side of Paradise’’——but it was nothing in the 
light of what was to come. 

Within two weeks of the novel’s appearance, 
his whole life was changed and its pattern (to its 
desolate end) was set. Suddenly, thousands of 
dollars were rolling in, he had the wealth to win 
back and marry Zelda, and again he went to New 
York, he and she in a golden haze. 

“TInealculable city,” he wrote afterward. “What 
ensued was only one of a thousand success stories 
of those gaudy days...I, who knew less of (New 
York) society than any hall-room boy in a Ritz 
Stagline, was pushed into the position not only of 
spokesman for the time but of the typical 
product.” 

He was the boy wonder in literature, the pub- 
lic’s idea of a young-man-about-town, an author 
whose flappers and lounge lizards and sophomoric 
philosophers were more real than living creatures. 
Also he came from an old Southern family; his 
great-grandfather’s brother was Francis Scott 
Key, author of “The Star-Spangled Banner;” and 
he, in full, was christened Francis Scott Key Fitz- 
gerald. But no one cared about that. 


HEN, as a lark, he dived into a public fountain, 

and when he had a fracas with a policeman, 
it was headline news. For the presses kept on 
rolling. His book was sweeping the country. Yet, 
for a while, though famous, he and Zelda were 
strangely lonely. There was one Christmas when 
they found they had not one friend in the city, not 
one house open to them. 

That phase passed quickly. 
age,” they learned the city’s secrets fast. 
entered into its most hectic life. 

“We were one with New York,” Fitzgerald 
wrote later. ““‘Many who were not alcoholics were 
lit up four days out of seven. ..Frayed nerves were 
strewn everywhere...The hangover became part 
of the day.” 

Soon they knew everybody, and by that they 
meant most of those who would be in the orches- 
tra on opening nights. Stage people and writers 
flocked to their apartment. Once, in a taxicab, 
riding between tall buildings under a rosy sky, 
Fitzgerald, momentarily overwhelmed by success 
and love and youth, wept for joy. 

When their daughter was to be born, they went 
to St. Paul. Then, on their return to New York, 
they only paused; they went to live on Long 
Island. They found times were changing. 

By 1923 the flapper, on whom Fitzgerald’s 
celebrity was based, was old-fashioned. Speak- 
easies were mushfooming, the beer trucks were 
rumbling in from New Jersey all through the 
night to Manhattan, the booming 1920s were 
under way. 

The Fitzgeralds turned their backs on the 
revelry. Scott had added “The Beautiful and the 
Damned” to his first best seller, and they had 
money. “They began to travel. They moved up 
and down the face of Europe: Paris, Monte Carlo, 
Rome, Genoa, Pisa, Sorrento, Capri, Lyons, Dijon, 
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the Pyrenees, Toulouse, Cannes, and three sum. 
mers on the Riviera. 

‘They moved among the fashionable and. the 
rich but they were not taken in by pretentious 
ness. Scott felt then, and he said later, that he 
would “always cherish an abiding distrust, an 
animosity, toward the leisure class not the con- 
viction of a revolutionist but the smouldering 
hatred of a peasant.” 

Yet he had no idea of living as a peasant. Back 
in this country, he moved among the rich, and 
wrote about the rich, and late one night in a mo. 
ment of confidence he once told a visitor: 

“T don't Know whether I'm real or whether I’m 
a character in one of my own novels.” 

Those characters, partieularly in the last two 
novels, “The Great Gatsby” and “Tender Is the 
Night,” had about them an aura of money and 
leisure and utter futility. 

Futility began, too, to oppress Fitzgerald.

The stock market crash of 1929 turned his New 
York playground into an “echoing tomb,” ‘“cock- 
tail parties rang with cries of ‘Shoot me, tor the 
love of God, some one shoot me!’” 

He certainly did not believe, then, that years 
after he had written of the weeping and the laugh- 
ter of his, own day his characters would be 
brought alive again. Yet this has happened, 
notably. 

Paramount Pictures this year finished making 
“The Great Gatsby,” with a script written by 
Richard Maibaum, who also 1s the. produce) 
Elliott Nugent directed and Alan Ladd _ is 
Gatsby. Next year, 24 years after Fitzgeralq@ 
wrote the novel, it will come to the screen 

Some of his best work, too, is out In new book 
form. Viking Press in- 1945 published it in one 
of the “portable” series, the volume edited by 
Dorothy Parker, with an introduction by John 
©’Hara. Both the book and the movie revive F itz- 
gerald’s 1920s. 

The deadening 1930s drew on and his constitu- 
tion began to weaken. Although he wrote only 
four novels in all, short stories by the score rolled 
out of his typewriter, which he sold (sometimes at 
$2,000 apiece) to big magazines. Each one, he 
said, took something out of him, drained him. 
Still, he kept on working. 

Zelda was creative, too. Her paintings were 
exhibited in New York galleries, and she wrote 
short stories and a single novel, “Save Me the 
Waltz,” (in 1932). But her talent as a writer was 
a candle beside the blinding incandescence of her 
husband. 

In the middle 1930s, his crisis came. “I have 
asked a lot of my emotions,” he said in a note- 


book. “One hundred and twenty stories.” With 
those, and the novels behind him, he began tu 
weaken. 

serious illness (a recurrence of tuberculosis, 
he said) beset him. Insomnia wracked him. There 
was family trouble, and lower earnings. and debts, 
and as always too much gin and water. 

He didn’t conceal the fact that he was drinking 
too much. In 1936, when he was 40, he was inter- 
viewed on his birthday. He was at the Grove 
Park Inn in Asheville and Zelda was in a near-by 
sanitarium. 

Between drinks, he said: “A writer must have 
confidence, an almost mystical feeling of nothing- 
can-harm-me. Through a series of blows, many of 
them my own fault, something happened to my 
sense of tmmunity. I lost my grip.” 

His mistake, he saw at last, was “an over- 
extension of the flank...a call upon physical re- 
sources that I did not possess...Every act of life 
from the morning toothbrush to the friend at din- 
ner had become an effort.” 

One day he tried to run away from himself. 
Blindly, it seemed, he abruptly left Baltimore (one 
of his multitude of temporary homes) and went to 
a little town in North Carolina. He arrived with 
70 cents in his pockets and lived for two days on 
tinned meat and crackers, washed down with two 
cans of beer. 


T' [EN he saw he couldn't run away from himself, 
and wrote a story to pay his hotel bill and 
get home. 

[In all the years before he had never been dis- 
couraged. He had always worked hard at writing. 
When he tapped out pot boilers that were second 
rate, he knew it. When he wrote at his best, he 
exulted in it. 

“T never blame failure,” he told his daughter 
(christened Frances Scott Fitzgerald), “but I am 
absolutely merciless toward lack of effort.” 

Now, in the late 30s, everything was an 
effort. He recalled that for 16 years he had lived 
distrusting the rich, “yet work for money with 
which to share thmeir mobility and the grace that 
some of them brought into their lives.” This, at 
last, was past. He was left, groping. 

He was “cracked like an old plate,” he said, fit 
only to be “pushed back on the shelf.” 

The public which had so wildly acclaimed him 
in the dizzy ’20s had grown apathetic. The new 
generation of youngsters didn’t know his work 
although some critics called it timeless. The liter- 
ary spotlight then was on Ernest Hemingway, 
whose talent, as it happened, Fitzgerald had been 
among the tirst to praise. 

Hemingway flourished in the spotlight. 
gerald turned his face toward Hollywood. 

In 1937, when he was 41, he went to work for 
the movies. ° He made a new start. 

“T have stopped drinking,” he said again and 
again, and this time he meant it. Illness and 
hope, both, drove him to it. They both, too, kept 
him at work. With a temperature of 99.6 he had 
to rest all day. At 99.2 he could write in bed a 
little. At 99 he could reject his doctor’s advice 
and take on another movie script. 

The scripts were drudgery, but they paid. His 
daughter, Frances, went to Vassar, his considerable 
life insurance was Kept up, and bit by bit debts 
were discharged. That was business. Literature 
was another thing and as he lived on toward that 
Christmas week of 1940, he turned to it again 
with all the hope and courage and surety of 
purpose that had fired him in his youth. 

What he was up to—forcing himself to rise 
from the ashes of his own disillusion—was a new 
novel. 

He kept at it, and he made progress. He 
stayed away from alcohol. Doggedly he turned out 
picture scripts, too, and thoughttully he often 
wrote to his absent daughter.

FE WAS a born story teller but he knew that 

only disciplined writing can be good, and he 
admonished her, saying he didn't think anyone 
could “write succinct prose” unless he had first 
“at least tried and failed to write a good iambic 
pentameter sonnet, and read Browning’s short 
dramatic poems.” 

He disciplined himself and his writing, and he 
was half way through the book which he intended 
to name “The Last Tycoon” when the calendar 
overtook him. 

It showed Christmas week of 1940 and a heart 
attack killed him. 

After that, Zelda had no hold on life. Her 
health, long a trial, grew progressively more pre- 
carious. Frances was married and went to live in 
New York. Zelda returned, in the end, to Mont- 
gomery, Ala., where, long ago, she had been a 
flower. 

There, on last Nov. 5, she left the home of her 
85-year-old mother and was admitted at the mental 
hospital in Asheville. 

Now, her grave is beside Scott’s in the little 
cemetery of Rockville, Md.

HE sun was going down behind the rugged 
T vermont hills, and the tall, slender woman 

turned her steps homeward. She was tired as 
she let herself into the empty house, but there 
was Satisfaction in her heart, and from the wall 
the picture of a man in uniform looked down at 
her with approval and pride. 

That silent approbation was all the widow of 
Chaplain George L. Fox needed, as she ministered 
to her flock in the small Congregational church 
in the hamlet of Sharon. The work might be hard, 
but she was following the precedent set by a hero. 

Five years before, Lieutenant Fox, in company 
with three other chaplains, had given his life in 
an act of religious heroism. When a German 
torpedo struck the transport Dorchester, the four 
-—a rabbi, two parsons and a priest—-gave out their 
lifebelts to the soldiers, and then, kneeling, hands 
joined in prayer, went down with the ship. 

They were all first lieutenants: George L. Fox 
and Clark V. Polling, the parsons; Alexander I. 
Goode, the rabbi, and John P. Washington, the 
priest. Their work in calming the panic of the 
soldiers that black night, and then deliberately 
sacrificing their own lives, was recognized by the 
War Department as one of the most courageous 
incidents of modern times. 

Parson Fox had spent his adult life as a 
minister in the hamlets of New England, bringing 
his smile to bleak country churches, where he was 
close to the soil and close to his God. 

His wife, Isidora, met him shortly after his 
discharge from the army at the end of World 
War I, during which he was wounded twice and 
decorated for bravery. They were both attending 
theological school, receiving their training as 
Methodists. Later, the Rev. Dr. Fox preached in 
Congregational churches. 

After their marriage, Mrs. Fox subjugated her 
work to that of her husband's as the popular min- 
ister moved about on his spiritual assignments. 

Then came World War II, and that night of 
fear and death and sacrifice on the North Atlantic. 
Mrs. Fox was working in an airplane factory 
when the news was broken to her. 

“I decided to go into the ministry myself,” she 
said. “It was the only thing to do.” 

Her first church was at Colebrook, N. H. She 
moved to Sharon, as pastor of the Congregational 
church, last year. She took up a frugal residence, 
alone, in the eight-room parsonage, but she spent 
little time at home. Often during the harsh winter 
she walked miles, taking cheer and the gospel to 
her scattered parishioners. On Sundays she held 
church services, and the rest of the time she 
worked with the yeung people of the community 
as her husband would-have done. 

“I have never felt that I am carrying on 
George’s work,” she said. “His work never left 
off, and his spirit continues in the lives of the 
thousands he has inspired. But I do fee! that 1 
am doing good, and that he is pleased and proud.” 

After six months in Sharon, a farm com- 
munity, she saw her church filled on Easter Sun- 
day and she knew she was reaching her flock. 
The boys and girls of the church planned and 
carried out the sunrise services. 

Mrs. Fox’s small income went to keep her 
daughter, Mary Elizabeth, in school. She, too, had 
made plans to take up religious work, as organist 
and musical director. Her brother, Wyatt, served 
with the Marine Corps during the war and re- 
sumed his stucies in psychology after he had been 
discharged. 

As for a Methodist-trained woman being pastor 
of a Congregational church, Mrs. Fox said: 

“T preach the gospel, not the doctrine. I can 
not help thinking that the Lord wanted to. get 
some message across wien my husband died in 
the company of good men of other creeds. Per- 
haps that message was that all humanity should 
work together, regardless of creed or doctrine, for 
the good of the human soul’ 

Mrs. Fox remembered well the sacrifices of 
comfort her husband had made. 

“We were always poor, for my husband chose 
the small parsonages for his work. He wanted 
to take the smaller place, to work, like Christ, 
with those who needed him most. He had a 
laughing, happy Christianity. 

‘I may be tired at the end of a day of visiting,” 
Mrs. Fox said, “but I’m never depressed. I know 
that George is looking on with approval.” 


“T’'ve been told by many people whom he in- 


spired that his spirit will never die,” his widow 
said. “They say that where George Fox came, 
the word of God remained.” 

Mrs. Fox has attended the dedication of the 
Four Chaplains Memorial, a building containing

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hydrotherapy rooms and a swimming pool for a 
veterans’ hospital in New York City, and the chapel 
of Four Chaplains in Philadelphia. At these cere- 
monies she renewed her friendship with Father 
Washington’s sister, Mrs. Anna B. Schoebel, of 
Newark, N. J.; Rabbi Goode’s wife, Mrs. Theresa 
Goode, of Washington, D. C., and the widow of 
Dr. Polling, now Mrs. Gayle Fitzsimmons, of 
New. Haven, Conn. 

Mrs. Goode, whose husband had been active 
with the B'nai B'rith, the Jewish Brotherhood, 
became an executive with the national office, 
raising funds so that others could carry on. 
Mrs. Fitzsimmons had kept up her work with 
the youth organizations in her husband's church 
in Schenectady, N. Y., until she remarried, five 
years after her husband’s death, and moved to 
New Haven. 

In addition to the recognition by the War 
Department of the Four Chaplains’ heroism, the 
Post Office Department issued a commemorative 
stamp in May honoring them. A three-cent stamp, 
it pictures ‘These Immortal Chaplains” behind a 
sinking ship. 

In Boston, a Protestant student——Mrs. Fox’s 
daughter, Mary Elizabeth -proudly wears a little 
rold cross, given to her by a Catholic priest who 
later died, with her father, in proof that heroism 


and sacrifice are evidences of faith, not creed, 
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RS. NELLE TIPTON MUENCH very nearly 
got away with something more difficult 
than murder. : 

As part of a complicated blackmail scheme, she 
convinced a physician-——who also happened .to be 
her suitor—-that she had given birth to a baby, 
although she had never had a baby at all. 

Mrs. Muench was a complex personality. 
Handsome, red-haired, vivacious, she was married 
to Dr. Ludwig O. Muench, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. 

The couple moved to St. Louis, where Dr. 
Muench built a large practice, Mrs. Muench be- 
came a figure in artistic affairs and established 
a smart dress shop. They held musicales in their 
home and were prominent in St. Louis society. 

Naturally, St. Louis was shocked when Mrs. 
Muench was charged with participating in the 
kidnaping of the rich Dr. Isaac Dee Kelley, Jr. 
She was accused of acting as the “finger woman” 

of nominating her husband’s colleague as a 
lucrative target for kidnaping. 

It was while she was free on bail on the kid- 
naping charge, and awaiting trial, that on the 
night of Aug. 17, 1936, it was reported a baby 
had been born in the imposing Muench home on 
Westminster Place, St. Louis. 

Mrs. Muench was then 44 years old. Although 
she had been married 23 years this was her first 
child. Consequently, newspaper men were curi- 
ous, since it was evident that Mrs. Muench would 
receive a great deal of sympathy if she could 
exhibit a new-born baby at her trial. 

Dr. Muench received reporters in the home, 
and exhibited the infant. 
specimen,” he said, “even if a bit premature.” 

Said Mrs. Muench: “A gift from God in my 
hour of distress.” 

Dr. Muench said he himself had attended the 
birth, along with another physician he declined to

name, because the other physician might not like 
the publicity. In the home at the time of the 
birth had been Mrs, Helen Berroyer, a friend of 
Nelle Muench, 

Among the first to visit the Muench home and 
congratulate the couple was Dr. Marsh Pitzman, 
longtime friend of the family who had shown such 
faith in Mrs. Muench that he had contributed 
heavily to her defense. 

It all seemed perfectly normal, but a great 
deal was yvoing on behind the scenes. In the first 
place Dr. Pitzman had been an attentive friend of 
Mrs. Muench for several years. 

In the second place, when he visited the 
Muench home he believed the baby to be his— not 
Muench’'s—and his heir. In the third place the 
baby wasn’t his, and it wasn’t Muench’s, and it 
wasn’t Mrs. Muench’s. 


R. PITZMAN had Known Nelle Muench since 

1927, but it wasn’t until Christmas, 1933, that a 
mistletoe kiss Kindled their romance. Dr. Pitz- 
man was very generous. Between March 16 and 
June 1 of that year he presented Nelle Muench 
with checks totaling $10,500. On .occasion he 
would also slip a roll of bills into her purse. 

In 1934, Dr. Pitzman—although he staunchly 
agreed that Nelle was guiltless in the kidnaping 
of Dr. Kelley—-tried to break up the association. 
It didn’t break up easily. 

She plagued him with telegrams and telephone 
calls, and finally told him: “If you don’t come to 
see me, I'll come over to your house! I'll raise 
plenty of hell. I'll commit suicide on your steps!” 

She did come, and she created so much of a 
scene in the Kingsbury Place section that Dr. 
Pitzman agreed to renew their relationship. After 
that, when he couldn’t meet her in the Muench 
home, they held their trysts in North St. Louis. 

In the early spring of 1935, Mrs. Muench told

him the news. “I’m going to have a baby,” she 
said, ‘“‘and you're the father.” 

Some time later, she showed him an X-ray 
picture, which she said had just been taken. “I 
don't Know what would happen to me or our 
baby,” she said, “if you should lose your life.” 

This set Dr. Pitzman to thinking. He revised 
his will. Under his new will, Mrs. Muench was to 
receive one-third of his estate, the expected child 
another third, and a niece the remainder. 

In this codicil he detailed his romance with 
Mrs. Muench. And he continued to advance 
money to Mrs. Muench, ‘to make sure she didn't 
have financial worries to add to her others.” 

That was the story when Dr. Pitzman appeared 
at the Muench home after the baby’s arrival. 

The story changed quite rapidly. A 19-year-old 
unwed mother, Anna Ware, charged that the 
“Muench baby” was hers—had been taken away 
from her the morning of the day it “arrived” at 
the Muench home. 

An orphan, Anna Ware had gone to work at 
17 in the home of a married couple in Newton, Pa. 
Anna became an expectant mother and it was ar- 
ranged that she go to St. Louis and have the baby 
at the home of a former midwife. Wilfred Jones, 
a St. Louis attorney, would arrange for the baby’s 
adoption by a good family. 

Jones met Anna at the station, and while she 
waited to have her baby, took good care of her. 
He said her baby would be adopted by a wealthy 
Memphis, Tenn., couple. One night Jones took 
Anna riding. There was another woman in the 
car, Who examined Anna closely, and was anxious 
about the color of Anna’s hair. 

On the morning of Aug. 17, Anna’s baby 
was born. A nurse took the infant away. 

Then Anna read that Mrs. Muench—soon to 
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A Young Mother's Intuition Revealed the 
Socialite's Strange Gift for Extortion 
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go on trial as a kidnaper—had had a baby the 
same day. As she read the details, she was cer- 
tain that her child, instead of being adopted in 
Memphis, had been procured by Nelle Muench. 
She obtained the help of an attorney and her loyal 
sister, and set out to get the baby back. 

Mrs. Muench denied everything. She told Dr. 
Pitzman (who was by then wondering about his 
will) that she could clear up everything by simply 
having Anna. Ware’s real baby returned to her. 
This would cost an additional $2,000. Would the 
doctor provide it. The doctor would. 

Anna Ware secured a writ of habeas corpus, 
ordering that the baby be produced in court. 
But before the writ was returnable, Mrs. Muench 
went on trial in Mexico, Mo., on the kidnaping 
charge. Calmly, she pleaded her innocence: She 
was found not guilty. Then she returned to St, 
Louis, and the habeas corpus proceedings. 


USH H*® LIMBAUGH was appointed Special 

Commissioner for the hearing. Almost im- 
mediately, Mrs. Nelle Muench’s defense began to 
collapse. 

Dr. Pitzman, who previously had declared that 
he had been convinced Mrs. Muench was actually 
an expectant mother, now said Mrs. Muench had 
coaxed him into making this statement. 

Next door neighbors gave evidence that dis- 
credited Mrs. Muench’s contention that she was 
the mother of the disputed child. 

Then the attorney, Wilfred Jones, who had 
been missing, was found. It was soon established 
that Jones dealt in babies. He admitted taking 
another foundling to the Muench home “for treat- 
ment by Dr. Muench.” Later the infant, called 
“the Price Child,” had become worse, was taken 
to a hospital, and died. 

Jones introduced into the case another spec- 
tacular personality—Mrs, Grace Fish Putney Ma- 
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hood Thomasson Atkinson Diefenbach, the many 
times married sunset blonde best remembered as 
the widow of H. W. ‘Thomasson, capitalist. 

He said she was the woman who took Anna 
Ware’s baby from the former midwife. 

Mrs. ‘Thomasson, at that time, could not be 
found, but in view of all the evidence. — including 
expert testimony by baby specialists— Commis. 
sioner Limbaugh ruled that: “The Price Child was 
taken to the Muench home to be used by respon- 
dents Muench as their own child. 

“After the death of that child it became neces. 
sary for them to obtain another child to accom- 
plish their purpose and through the manipulation 
of respondent Jones, the Anna Ware Child was 
obtained.” 

Jones and Mrs. Berroyer, who, it developed, 
had helped smuggle the Ware baby into the 
Muench household, .were indicted for perjury. 
They, together with the Muenchs, were also in- 
dicted for transferring the babies without permis- 
sion. The baby was returned to Anna Ware. 

When the four went to trial in 1936, they faced 
a new witness— Mrs. Thomasson, testifying for 
the state. She told a startling story. 

The motive behind the baby plot, she said, was 
to obtain $250,000 from Dr. Pitzman. Mrs. Muench 
had told her that Muench knew all about it, and 
at the right time would file a divorce suit to 
further frighten Pitzman. ‘The baby was to be a 
prop to force Pitzman into paying. 

Mrs. Thomasson told the court how she ques- 
tioned Mrs. Muench on how she fooled Dr. Pitz- 
man. “It was simple,” she quoted Mrs. Muench 
as saying. As to the X-rays, they were of some 
other woman. 

When Mrs. Muench took the stand, as usual 
she denied everything, including misconduct with 
Dr. Pitzman. 

“Isn't it a fact,” she was asked, “that you and

your husband made a practice of extorting money 
from men with whom you were friendly?” 

She denied it. She denied that for years she 
and Muench had played “the badger game.” 

All four were found guilty. They were fined, 
but did not receive jail sentences. 

In June, 1936, the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation stepped in, The four were indicted on nine 
counts of using the mails to defraud Dr. Pitzman. 

They were convicted again. Mrs. Muench, 
wearing a mink coat, rose as she was sentenced 
to ten years, and a $5000 fine; Dr. Muench, eight 
years and $5000; Wilfred Jones, ten years, and 
Mrs. Berroyer, five years. 


N' IW Mrs. Muench and all the others connected 

with. the case are again at liberty. Dr. Muench 
was released from federal prison in the si 
of 1943, won an uncontested divorce decree from 
Nelle at Union, Mo... in 1944, and in June, 1947, 
married his office attendant, Mrs. Virginia Hittiler. 
Wilfred Jones was released from Leavenworth in 
1944, and Mrs. Berroyer was paroled in 1940. 

As to Mrs. Muench herself, she was released 
April 11, 1944, from the Federal Reformatory for 
Women at Alderson, W. Va., after serving six 
years and 10 months of her sentence 

When last heard of in Kansas City, she In- 
tended to go into business.

AM RIDDLE wasn’t impressed by the little 

filly. The boss of Glen Riddle preferred big, 

powerful horses like his own immortal Man 
o’ War. 

Notwithstanding her royal breeding—she is 
a granddaughter of Man o’ War himself—he felt 
the black filly was much too small to be a Staver. 

There was no getting around it, she just wasn't 
his kind of horse. Riddle saw her as an under- 
sized plain Jane and sold her for a paltry $4.500. 

That was back in 1944 when she was a two- 
year-old. The buyer was George Haggerty, a 
Philadelphia beer distributor. 

For Haggerty, it was much the same as draw- 
ing an Irish Sweepstakes winner. 

The diminutive castoff has already won more 
than $100,000 in purses and only recently she pre- 
vailed over the mighty Armed after a desperate 
run through the stretch in the mile and a quar. 
ter Gulfstream Park Handicap. 

The filly Sam Riddle didn’t think could go a 
distance is now a six-year-old mare and she beat 
the 1947 Horse of the Year by a matter of inches 
in the Florida classic. Her name, of course, is 
Rampart. 

Her appearance hasn’t changed much with the 
years. She’s still small and not much to look at, 
but horsemen agree she’s one of the best route- 
running mares in the country. 

Another fortune awaits her owner at the end 
of her racing days—for there’s sure to be a demand 
for a broodmare with her lineage and record. 

Riddle had no excuses for his monumental 
markdown. He had bred Rampart and the filly 
had raced and won for him as a two-year-old. 
Regardless of her size or looks, he was fully 
aware of the speed and staying qualities of her 
ancestors. 

What he apparently never took into considera- 
tion was heart—something that is never measured 
by height, or weight or girth. 

Haggerty just happened to buy Rampart. He 
heard that Riddle was disposing of some fillies 
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and went over to Garden State Park, N. J., and 
bought one of them. 

He thought Rampart was gentle and liked 
her manner. 

He raced her under his wife’s name and she 
won her first four starts and $9,000, double the 
purchase price. But these were relatively unim- 
portant races and no test of Rampart’s durability. 

Two years before he bought Rampart, Hag- 
gerty had a one-horse stable for precisely two 
days. As he tells it: 

“T had a few extra dollars and bought a horse 
named Thespian for $1,500. ‘Two days later I ran 
the horse at Havre de Grace and won, but some- 
body ciaimed him for $1,500. Still I made a profit.”

Later he picked up three other horses and then 
added Rampart, the pride of his now bustling barn. 

As time went by, Rampart continued to win a 
fair share of her races. Haggerty, who owns a 
farm near Hatboro, Pa., kept moving her up in 
company and the better the other horses the bet- 
ter she seemed to perform. 

She approached her real stature in 1947 when 
she ran second to the top-ranking mare, E!pis, in 
the New Castle Handicap at Delaware Park, and 
third to Elpis in the Miss America Handicap. 

One of the horses she defeated in the New 
Castile was Bridal Flower, winner of numerous 
stakes. 

Rampart finally won her first stake in De- 
cember of last year. The race was the Biscayne 
Bay Handicap and she set a new track record of 
1:43 and 1-5 for a mile and a sixteenth at Gulf- 
stream Park. 

Next came the $25,000 Gulfstream Park Handi

cap, Supposedly a walkover for the invincible 
Armed. The track was slightly off and Armed 
was the odds-on favorite. 

Trainer Whitey Nixon Knew his only chance 
was to get the lightly weighted Rampart off and 
Winging and make a front running race of it. 

Jockey Basile followed instructions and the 
mare ran the three quarters in a sparkling 1:11 1-5 
and the mile in 1:362-5. At the mile Armed was 
in second place by only a half a length and it 
looked as if he could take over any time Jockey 
Dodson chose to shake him up. 

But when Dodson called on Armed he gained 
but slowly on the flying mare. 

Dodson soon resorted to the whip and the 
gelding was inching up as the pair swung into 
the stretch. All the way down the stretch they 
raced and when they flashed under the. wire 
Armed was still 10 inches to the bad. 

Rampart’s time was 2:02, only three-fifths of a 
second off the track record set by Armed in win 
ning the same race a year apo 

Rampart paid $53.70 to win and the excited 
Haggerty admitted afterwards that he didn’t have 
a nickel on her. But he wasn’t surprised. 

“That little mare,” he said, “has enough nerve 
to beat any horse she stacks up against,” 

Trainer Nixon felt that the slow track had 
something to do with the mare's performance, 

“She’s a superior mudder,” he explained, “but 
she’s always run good. She's the most consistent 
horse I ever trained.” 

tampart’s next race was the $20,000 Black 
Helen Handicap, a mile and an eighth test for 
fillies and mares on closing day at Hialeah. This 
ended in another furious finish, with the Haggerty 
color bearer running a dead heat with Shotsilk, 
the lightweight of the field. 

Rampart’s victory in the Black Helen was her 
22nd in 67 starts and Haggerty said his goal is 
25. Then he'll retire her to his breeding farm. 

Not long ago, he ran into Riddle and asked 
him if he had any fillies for sale. Riddle, he says, 
looked him up and down and snorted: 

“Not to you.”

Q@uiet-mannered, popular, completely  unso- 
phisticated, Marie had experienced almost nothing 
of what might be called the outside world. 

She had never been farther away from home 
than Warren, about 50 miles to the west in Mar- 
shall County, where she had attended North Star 
College, In all her life, incredible as it might

OUNG Rasmussen, who was working in Moor- 
head at the time, remained in the lobby while 
Soon she re- 
joined him and they went out for ice cream sodas 
in a store that had an electric piano. 

“What a wonderful machine!” she exclaimed, 
wide-eyed.

In the morning the clerk, William Gummer, 
made repeated efforts to call her on the telephone, 
he later reported, but got no answer. Finally he

no response from the room’s occupant. 

He opened the door with his master key, say- 
ing, “Pardon me, Miss, but are you all right?” 

Immediately, though the window shades were 
down and the light dim, he could see that some- 
thing dreadful had happened to the occupant. She 
lay in bed, the covers drawn up to her armpits, 
as though asleep. 

But this girl would never sleep--nor wake 
again. 

Gummer rushed downstairs and sought out one 
of the owners of the hotel, Fred Lawrence. ““Come 
quick!” the clerk cried. “Something’s happened 
to the guest in Room 30! She's dead---murdered!” 

Police investigators, including State’s Attorney 
Witiiam C. Green and Sheriff Kraemer, made note 
of the following detalls: 

The girl lay on her back, and the bed covers 


had been pulled up over her body neatly. 

Both her arms were tied to the bed, the right 
arm to the right side, the left to the left side. The 
head bore numerous wounds, the worst one on the 
left side above the temple. 

These had been inflicted with a blunt instru- 
ment, 

On the wall, at the left side of the head, 18 
inches from where the head reposed on the pillow, 
there was a large stain, such as would come from 
saturated hair pressed against the wall. Stains on 
the light bulb appeared to have been made by 
fingertips. 

As further evidence of a blunt instrument hav- 
ing been employed, the officers observed, in the 
perpendicular rod at the head of the bed, a dent 
penetrating about half the distance of the rod. 
Also, a broad dent in the wall near the bed. , 

Miss Wick’s clothes were found arranged ona 
chair near the foot of the bed. Her closed purse 
lay on the dresser; it contained a checkbook, a 
few cents, and a handkerchief. (Later it was 
established that a cashier’s check for $20 and 
about $12 in cash had disappeared from the purse.) 

The key to the room could not be found. 

Further examination of the body showed that, 
before being struck those ghastly blows on the 
head, Miss Wick had been choked. 

Moreover, this previously inexperienced girl 
had been criminally attacked, probably while un- 
conscious from the strangling. 

One of the first persons questioned that Mon- 
day was Arnold Rasmussen. 

Asked to account for his whereabouts after

parting from Marie at the hotel, he said that he 
returned to Moorhead and dropped into a cafe, 
where he met his girl friend, Jenny Halgunseth, 
He said he had escorted her home, and remained 
there until about 2 a. m, 

His roommate at a hotel in town said he had 
come in “shortly after 2.” 

That afternoon, one of the officers assigned to 
the case found that the brass nozzle of a fire hose 
had been detached from the hose at the east end 
of the second-floor hall. The nozzle had been 
battered out of shape. 

The nozzle had been cleaned and polished re- 
cently; nevertheless it bore evidence that it had 
been the instrument of death. 

Sheriff Kraemer, in attempting to reconstruct 
the crime, reasoned that Miss Wick’s assailant, 
having invaded her room, probably while she lay 
peacefully asleep, first choked her into temporary 
insensiblity, gagged and bound her, and then at- 
tacked her. 

Possibly she had recovered consciousness, and 
recognized him. Possibly she had recognized him 
at the moment he first entered the room and 
leaped at her. 

But, whether it was fear or sheer fiendishness, 
he must have left her long enough to procure 
some conveniently accessible weapon with which 
to silence her forever. 

The fire hose nozzle had served his purpose well. 
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“She must have pulled her arm loose and 
ducked the first blow, which ‘struck the rod on 
the bed,” Kraemer told State’s Attorney Green. 
“Then she probably was able to duck again, and 
the nozzle smashed into the wall.” 

They deduced that the killer struck her re- 
peatedly as her head hung partly off the bed, and 
that after his deed was done he had put the body 
back on the bed, retied her left wrist, and finally 
pulled up the covers. 

“The theft of her money was undoubtedly a 
stall,” said Green. “Obviously he took the trouble 
to straighten out the body on the bed and cover 
her up so that it would appear that she had been 
killed during a robbery and nothing else.” 

So far as the police could discover, only one 
outsider in the vicinity of Fargo knew that Miss 
Wick was at that hotel and in that room. 

That person was Arnold Rasmussen, and he ap- 
peared to have an unassailable alibi. 


F SOME outsider had done this thing, the state’s 

attorney pointed out, he must have left the hotel 
by way of the front lobby or through the window 
in the rear because all screens on the fire escapes 
were hooked on the inside, and all other doors 
were locked. 

May Malaas, a chambermaid, insisted that he 
had not gone out the back way. “And if he went 
out the front,” she added, “then he would have 
had to pass clear through the lobby because the 
side door is always nailed up at night.” 

If it had been an outsider, and a stranger, then 
it seemed inconceivable that he would risk dis- 
covery by returning to the room to do something 
which, under the circumstances, would be utterly 
senseless—-that is, to commit the murder. 

There remained two theories: (1) that the girl 
had been attacked and slain by a fellow guest at 
the hotel; and (2) that the perpetrator had been 
an employe of the establishment. 

All that week and beyond, the investigators 
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checked the movements and alibi of every person 
known to have been in the hotel on the fatal night. 

One guest, identified in the register as “James 
Farrell,” could not be located. Lawrence, the hote! 
owner, could not remember seeing this person. 

(;ummer, the night clerk, recalled him as a 
rather young man but could give only a vague 
description. He said he had not seen him at any 
time on the evening of the murder. 

“But you would recognize him if you saw him 
again, wouldn’t you?” Sheriff Kraemer asked. 

‘I’m sure I would,” the clerk replied. “I never 
forget a face.” 

“That’s good, because we may have to depend 
on you for an identification.” 

“T want to do everything possible,”’” Gummer as- 
sured him. “It’s certainly an awful tragedy.” 

Gummer, 22-year-old son of a Mayville, N. D., 
farm family, soon proved of more help than he 
must have intended. But this had nothing to do 
with the missing James Farrell. 


UESTIONED closely, the night clerk admitted 

that he had conversed with a friend, William 
Brown, at about 10 p. m., after Marie had regis- 
tered and gone out again with Rasmussen, and re- 
marked that a “good-looking kid” would be spend- 
ing the night alone in Room 30. 

He admitted that, after she returned and went 
upstairs, he had called the room to determine 
whether she might be interested in his company. 
She had rebuffed him at once, he said, so he had 
given the matter no further thought. 

He admitted-that, on two previous occasions, he 
had visited girls who had stayed at the hotel 
alone. 

But he insisted that both these guests had in 
dicated compliance either while he carried their 
luggage upstairs, or in telephone calls made to 
their rooms. 

That he would force his attentions was out of 
the question, he said, adding: 

“I’d never bother a girl who wasn’'t-—-well 
interested. They’re a 
liable to make too 
much trouble.” 

“They sure are,’ 
Sheriff Kraemer 
agreed, 

Then he showed 
Gummer ‘a pair of 
stained trousers. 

“We’ve just 
found these at the foot of the basement stairs,” 
he said. “As they were not there during previous 
searches, we've concluded that someone must have 
hidden them there within the past day or so.” 

“They don’t belong to me,” the clerk said 

The sheriff asked him if he had been in the 
hotel at the approximate time of the murder, 
la.m. He replied that he had gone to meet Train 
No, 4, which had arrived at Fargo atethat time. 

He said his friend Brown had been with him 
a good part of the night, having met him at the 
Northern Pacific depot. First he said Brown had 
been with him for 10 or 15 minutes; later he held 
that Brown had been with him for a much longer 
period, until at least 12:50 a. m. 

“That doesn’t check with the police findings,” 
Kraemer snapped. “You had all the time in the 
world to kill that girl.” 

“T tell you I had nothing to do with it, sheriff!” 

“Incidentally,” the officer interjected, “you 
went to Room 30 in the morning and supposedly 
discovered the crime before 6 o'clock, the time 
Miss Wick had asked to be called. How do you 
explain that?” 

“She called me after she went to her room.” 

“Why?” 

“She said she wanted to be awakened earlier.” 

“You didn’t tell us this before,” Kraemer re- 
marked. “But of course you couldn’t be expected 
to think of everything, could you?” 

“That fellow Farrell—” 

“Oh yes, Farrell. You know what we think 
about that, Gummer? We don’t think any such 
person exists. We have a little theory that you 
wrote that name in the register in order to send 
us off on a false trail.” 


OON the suspect found himself just about com- 
pletely surrounded by circumstantial evidence. 
State’s Attorney Green pointed out that: 

Gummer had been the only person in the hotel 
who was known to Miss Wick, and would there- 
fore fear identification by her. 

He was the only person in the hotel who. hav- 
ing attacked her and having been recognized by 
her, would know that if she were alive the next 
morning, she would see him and be in a position 
to identify him, since he would arouse suspicion 
were he to leave before 10 o'clock. 

He had by his own admission formed a prac- 
tice of making dishonorable proposals to solitary 
women guests. 

Having been rebuffed by Miss Wick over the 
telephone, he knew that, once he gained entrance

to her room, only violence would overcome her 
resistance. 

Hie had the opportunity to commit the deed. He 
knew he could enter the room between 12:30 and 

with little risk’ of discovery because he knew 
trom experience that no further guests were likely 
to arrive before the 1 o’clock train. 

He knew that the guest occupying Room 31 
was out, and that the room directly across the hal] 
was vacant. 

He knew that there would be no danger in 
having a light on in Room 30. 

He knew where the fire hose was located. 

He was the only person who could go about the 
hotel at night dressed in overalls or any old 
clothes, without arousing notice, because he 
habitually wore such an outfit while mopping up. 

Only he, and nobody else, had the run of the 
hotel during the night. He therefore had time 
and opportunity to clean up after the crime and 
to cover his tracks. 

He was the only person in the hotel on the 
night of the crime who, without arousing suspi- 
cion, could have slipped into the room back of the 
office and donned old clothes. 


E WAS the only person who could have made 

two trips to the room—once to choke and 
attack, and again to kill—with only a minimum 
risk of discovery. 

He had been on duty every day between 10 
p. m. and 10 a. m. and thus had ample opportunity 
to dispose of or hide evidence, and to cover up his 
tracks. He had been free to come and go and find 
a new hiding place for his trousers. 

“This was not an ordinary crime,” Prosecutor 
(;reen told the jury that tried Gummer. “It was 
not even an ordinary murder. It was one of the 
most heinous crimes and one of the most brutal 
murders in the history of the state, 

“If there ever be an excuse for murder in the 
heat of passion, or because of fancied grievances, 
or even when committed in the perpetration of 
what might be 
termed a normal 
crime, that excuse 
did not exist here. 

“Marie Wick was 
little more than a 
child. On the day 
before she was 
murdered she had 
started out happily 
what was the greatest adventure in her life.

Despite his persistent denials, the jury found 
William Gummer guilty, and he received the 
extreme penalty, which, in North Dakota, is life 
imprisonment. 

Hiowever, in some quarters doubts as to his 
guilt did not die down. There were hints of fabri- 
cated evidence, of another suspect whom the police 
had not wished to accuse. What about James Far- 
rell, whose name was found on the hotel register? 

In 1930, the lifer’s brother-in-law and attorney, 
H. W. Swenson, petitioned that he be granted his 
freedom on the basis of new evidence. He held 
that the state had failed to account for two men 
in the hotel on the night of the homicide, Farrell 
and one A. R. McKenzie, a traveling salesman 
from Bismarck. 

Swenson also held that the intense feeling 
stirred up throughout Fargo and Cass County had 
made a fair trial impossible. 

The State Pardon Board turned down the plea 
after it was established: 

That Gummer had been the only person in the 
community who had ever laid eyes on Farrell, 
assuming that he had existed. 

That McKenzie had not come into the hotel 
until after 2 a. m., some while after the murder, 


OUR years later, Arthur James, an ex-convict 
being held in Wyoming on suspicion of robbery 
and murder, entered the picture after (Gummer 
quoted a fellow prisoner as saying he had heard 
a man of that name boast of the Wick killing. 
Statements from transient workers in ‘Texas and 
Colorado were produced to back up the story. 
But the new State’s Attorney, A. R. Bergeson, 
soon established that James had been employed 
at Fort Collins, Colo., at the time Marie Wick’s 
journey to her relatives was interrupted at Fargo. 
Fresh reports about the “real” killer appeared 
in the newspapers in subsequent years, but it was 
not until Dee, 28, 1944, that Gummer’s sentence 
was finally commuted and he was given his free- 
dom after having served 23 years. 
At last accounts, he was living with a brother 
near Glasgow, Mont.

To the well-beaten whites 
of six fresh eggs, add 2 
cups of sugar, then beat 
stiff (or until the meringue 
stands in peaks). Now add 
1 tsp. vanilla and 1 tbsp. 
vinegar. This dash of vine- 
gar is a secret touch! Fla- 
vor with 6 to 8 drops of 
almond essence, and turn 
into a buttered and lightly 
floured round baking tin.

Recessed Windows 


RECESSED window can be transformed in shadow-box 
fashion with a sash-type curtain of sheer fabric 
anchored top and bottom to window rods, and gathered in 
at the middle with a huge bow. If you like, place a ruffled 
border around the window frame. 


Windows to One Side 


F WINDOWS on one side of your room make the un- 

windowed portion of the room look isolated and dark, 
try repeating one of the drapery colors in other trimmings, 
like lampshades, cushions or wall-hangings. In a bed- 
room, for instance, a piece of the drapery material may 
be placed under the glass covering of the dressing table, 
or a skirt of drapery material may be attached to the 
bedspread.
